He writes us from Ber- | 
lin, Prussia, communicating the fact of his 


safe arrival. He says: 


I arrivedin London on Nov. 12th, and 
in Berlin Dec. 12th, since which time I have 
been hard as work preaching and attending 
meetings. I forwarded a Tahitian Bible 
to his Majesty, the King of Prussia, and 
courteous answer from 
him, thanking me fo? the gift. 

The King of Prussia is really an excel- 
lent man, truly pious, and in consequence 
maliciously slandered by a Godless, Christ- 
less generation. There is not a particle of 
truth in the story of his propensity to drink: 
there are very few of his subjects who 
drink so little as he. But he believes in 
Christ, puts all his trust in him, and is not 
ashamed to say so in public, and that is 
hatefal to the infidel party. He is in real- 
ity hated for Christ’s sake.

An Incident in Missionary Life. 

It having been resolved in our committee 
meeting that we should take the Austral 
group under our care, and proceed to Ra- 
rutu, as the principal island, to reside there, 
I communicated to one of my deacons, 
Etaeta, who had taken me over to Raiatea, 
the decision of the committee on our re- 
turning to Tahoa. His sprightly counten- 
ance changed at once into sadness. And 
so you will leave?” he enquired, Yes,

6 days, and on the 7th, the wind having 
changed to a goad. steady East, we weigh 
e anchor and stood out of the hapbor.— 
The wind proved, after having cleared Bu- 
‘mame, a fine trade wind, and with all sail 
set, we stood toward Raruty, and soon Ta- 
hiti disappeared from our view. In the 
night the wind fell ‘light but ‘freshened 
‘again in the morning, and we a fine 
day’s work out of our little vessel. Next 


night the wind was again very light, but | seems to be poured out more than any one : 
of our preachers. I think bim, therefore, 


having freshened again in the morning, we 
made sure to be in Ruruta in 2 days. But 
about 11.0’clock, our ſine breeze fell very 
light, and turned at last into a complete 
calm, while the appearance of the sky to- 
ward-south assumed a very dull and at last 


‘began to blow with violence, and our little 
‘vessel tossed to and fro, groaning with un- 


easiness, the wind howling mournfully |’ 


through the rigging. We spent a very un- 
comfortable night, expecting every moment 
up by the waves, muking 
after all, nothing but leeway. Poor Mrs. 
K. feeling very ill ever since the com- 
mencement of the storm, said in the morn- 
ing, I cannot live much longer, I am ready 
to die.“ About 8 o’clock, Capt. Hunter 
came down saying, What shall we do Mr. 
K., Rurutu we cannot reach. We may 
hold on a little longer but our danger be- 
comes greater and greater.“ I replied that 
he must use his own judgment and do ac- 
cordingly ; an hour after, he came again, 
informing us that it was getting worse and 
worse, and if we did not return soon, there 
was a great probability that we never 
would return. He was willing to remit a 
part of our passage money if I consented 
to return. Perceiving that he had been at 
very considerable expense for a trading 
voyege to the Austral group, having even 
in Tahiti made very considerable purchases 
for that purpose, I concluded that our dau- 
ger must be great and consented. 

The vessel was now put back, and hav- 


ing wind and current in our favor, we flew 


as it were over the waves, retracing:in 9 
hours all we had gained. in eleven days, and 
found ourselves, in the evening of the same 
day snugly at anchor in the harbour of 
Raiatea. Here I learned that my esteemed 
colleague had altered his mind, and conclu- 
ded not to take my station in Tahoa, which, 
of course, also cancelled my promise which 
had been based upon his. Next morning 


very early we stood for Tahoa, and arrived 
there before sunrise, it being but 4 miles.—

distance from Tahiti is very far; we cannot 

go so often as is necessary to visit them.— 

“But why must you go?” he enquired again, 

“is there none else who could take that sta- 

tion, must Tahoa be left alone? Yon are 

the first who has resided any length of time 

with us, we have learned te.love you, and 

now we must be left alone again?” I tried 

to convince him of the necessity of the 

step, bat no argument appeared to have. 
any effect. At last he looked down into 

the sea where a very large block of coral 

was just visible. ‘‘Look down here” he 

said, do you see this coral.“ And what 

about it I enquired. “Just so are your 

words in our hearts, nothing can root them 

out. We arrived in Tahoa, and the news 

of our intended removal spread rapidly 

through the island. The very next day a 

meeting was cslled to consider whether 

means could be adopted to prevent our 

leaving. I was invited to attend, and all 

manner of proposals were made to prevent : 
our leaving; they even offered to try wheth- 

er they could not raise my salary among 
themselves, that the society should not re- 
move us. I told them that I had the prom- 
ise of Mr. P. to take Tahoa, but could not 
succeed in quieting their minds. At last 
ond of the deacons said, “You say that 
you must go and that we can do nothing 
to keep you here, and you may be right; but 
I think I know a way to keep you: we shall 
pray continually to God, and even if you 
go, we may bring you back, 

The appointed day at last arrived. The 
vessel we had hired to carry us to Rurutu 
anchored opposite our house, and our goods 
were embarked by a weeping people, who 
furnished us for our voyage, with such provis- 
ions as they possessed, and we left amidst 
their lamentations Their last words were, 
“You think you are going to leave us, but 
we shall pray you back.” Deeply fecling 
| le, but unable to 
altet the resolution of the committee, 


at length weighed anchor and left, as We 


thought, the island for ever. A favorable 
breeze soon carried us over to Huara in 
Raiatea, where we remained for the night, 
as Capt. Hunter had stin many things to 
get ready. Next afternoon, Capt. Hunter 
having completed all arrangements, we left 
the harbor. with a very favorable breeze, 
but had scarcely cleared the reef, when it 
fell foul, coming direct south. The Capt. 
resolved to go east to Tahiti, and then to 
steer direct south, haping that by that time 
a change of wind would enable him to do 
so) “We reached Tahiti, but no change of 
wind occurring; it was resolved, as thesouth 
wind became very strong, to ran under the 
lea of Tahiti, and spend a day and night 
there, which we did. Next morning hav- 


ing come near the sonth end of Tahiti, the 


wind came from the east, and the Capt. 


felt sure we should be able to go our course. 
We turned about and stood — —— 4

between Tahiti and Eimeo, hoping to

Now there are different organs in our 
human stracture, which. serve as media for 
expressing and carrying on this unspoken 
and unconscious influence, so that it shall 
represent. exactly, what we are. That is, 
to atone fer the, defects of language, and 
moreover, to forestall any vicious attempts 
we might make at deception, the Creator 
has established certain signs of his own 
which shall reveal, in spite of our will, the 
moral-secret. 

One of these is the temper; or, rather, 
that system of nervous net-work, by which 
temper telegraphs its inward changes to 
the outward world The temper itself, in 
fact, is one of the ingredients in our com- 
position most independent of immediate and 
voluntary control. Control over it is gain- 
ed by the will only through long and pa- 
tient discipline; and so itis an effectual 
revealer of our real stuff. It acts so sud- 
denly, that deliberation has not time to 
dictate its behavior; and, like other tell- 
tales, it is so much in a hurry, that an af- 
ter-thought fails to overtake the first mes- 
sage. It lets the hidden man out and pulls 
off his “mask. This temper is doing its 
brisk publishing business in every school- 
house No day suspends its infallible bal- 
letins, issued through all manner of impul- 
sive movements and decisions. Every pu- 
pil reads them, for there is no cheating 
those penetrating eyes. He may not stop 
to scrutinize, or even state to himself his 
impression; but he takes it; it enters into 
him; it becomes a part of himself. By the 
balm or the irritation, by the sweetness or 
the sourness, by his tacit admiration or his 
ugly resistance, he is being fashioned under 
that ceaseless ministry. It is either the 
dew of genial skies enriching him, or it is 
the continual dropping of a very rainy day, 
which Solomon himself compares to a con- 
tentious woman,” though he probably had 
not a cross “‘school ma’am” in his mind.— 
Nor are these formative phases of temper 
confined to the two extremes commonly 
suggested, of anger and amiability. They 
run through an endless variety of delicate 
intermediate ops They partake of 
the whole circle of dispositions. They are 
as many as the degrees of virtue and vice, 
honor and shame. Every teacher moves 
through his school and conducts his exer- 
cises, a perpetual and visible representation 
to all under him of some sort of temper— 
When he least thinks it, the influence keeps 
going out. The sharpest self-inspection 
will scareely inform him, moment by mo- 
ment, what it is; but his whole value as a 
guide and companion to the young is de- 
termined by it; his whole work is colored 
by it. Penalties imposed in passion are 
proverbially the seeds of fresh rebellions, | 
and the relative impressions of milder moods 
are no less certain. Whatever temper you 
have suffered to grow up in the gradual 
habit ‘Of years, that will get a daily reve- 
lation over your desk as visible as any map 
on the walls.

THE GREAT END OF THE CHRISTIAN MINISTRY. 
Tur Rer. Mr. J. A. James says in his 
preface to the English edition of the Pas- 
tor’s Sketches; 

“I am on the verge of old age, 
and the subject of not a few of its infirm- 
ities.. It is now some consolation to me, 
to recollect that amidst innumerable de- 
fects, I have in some measure kept in view 


the conversion of sinners, as the great end 
of the christian ministry, and therefore 


while yet a student, with this before my 
eyes, as the great for which I en- 
tered the pulpit. This I have kept in 
view throagh a ministry of half a. century. 
This I looked at with an undiverted eye, 
in the later scenes of my life; and. taught 
both by my own experience, and by obser- 
vation of all I have seen in the conduct 
of others; were I now beginning my 
course instead of gradually closing it, 
should most deliberately choose this as my 
ministerial vocation, and consider that my 
official life would be almost a lost adven- 
tore, if this were not in some good meas- 
ure its blessed result. In the pursuit of 
this object, notwithstanding all my defects 
and manifold imperfections, I have had my 
reward. I speak thus, not in a way of 
boasting, but of gratitude, and for the 
encouragement of my brethren in the 
ministry, especially its youngést members. 
God will never suffer those altogether to 
fail in their object, who make the conver- 
sion of soals their great aim, who employ 
in earnestness of prayer and action his 
own methods, and depend upon his own 
spirit for accomplishing it.”
